lin comparatively good condition, 
the racers will have no trouble in pro- 
ceeding after they have restocked with 
provisions and water and mapped out 
a new route to keep them clear of the 
obstacles which they encountered when 
they attempted to Icave this place. 

The keeper of the official log has this 
to say regarding the efforts of the past 
three or four days: 

“Prince Borghese made an heroic, but 
fruitless, attempt to pass the southern 
extremity of the Baikal Lake. Deep 
and rapid rivers and crumbling bridges 
:offered insurmountable obstacles. Often 
we had to our spades to prepare 
a path for the automobile when it had 
make a precipitous ascent. Many 
times, when close to the summit, the 
motor stopped and we had to get out 
and try again. In several places the 
waters of the Baikal had eaten away 
the road, causing landslides. Coutious- 
ly we drove along the edges of a ditch, 
some of which were scarce broad 
enough for our wheels, and beneath 
us we could see the waters lapping the 
sides. 

Bridge Fell After Crossing. 

“Now and again we came across an- 
cient post stations, half demolished, un- 
inhabited and falling into decay. Some 
have burned and are roofless. It is a 
miracle how some of the remaining 
bridges manage to keep up. Some of 
them have been half overturned by the 
waters, which still rage, because the 
thaw is not yet finished and snow re- 
mains on the heights of Shondagan. 
One bridge fell just after the car had 
crossed it. 

“This ancient Siberian high road must 
have been struck by some terrible de- 
vastation after it had carried Russian 
power to the Pacific. 

“Close to the bank of the River Mish- 
ika we were compelled to stop. The 
water was at a man’s height. Of the 
bridge some few beams remained. There 
were no boats and to ford the stream 
was impossible. For some time we dis- 
cussed the problem of constructing a 
raft or repairing the bridge. The work 
would occupy eight days, but we would 
have undertaken it had the river not 
been in flood. 

But the Priyomna, Anosovka and Vi- 
drina were equally without bridges and 
boats. So we were compelled to re- 
turn te Misovsk, laboring long to tra- 
verse the river, whose bridge our pre- 
vious passage had destroyed. By tele- 
graph we asked the Governor-General 
at Irkutsk for permission to use the 
railway bridges. If we meet with re- 
fusal, we shall be compelled to return 
to our first project of ferry-boats. 

“The day has been very cold and the 
moujiks felling trees in the forest have 
been compelled to kindle fires and wear 
their winter gloves, 


Have Covered 1240 Miles. 

“The Cormier, Colignon and Godard 
cars have arrived at Kiakhta. 

“We have traveled 1240 miles, but we 
are still 7000 miles away from Europe. 
However, we are not discouraged and 
fee] certain that we will complete the 
journey in good shape.” 

The start from Pekin was June 12. 

“It was with a genuine feeling of re- 
lief that we crossed the Russian frontier, 
after a journey full of adventure from 
Urga. The last 200 miles were terrible, 
worse than the desert, worse than the 
mountains of Kalgan. At times, indeed. 
we despaired of reaching with the mo- 
tor this first city of civilization. Many 
times we believed that the journey would 
be finally interrupted, and we saw our- 
selves on the point of abandoning the 
machine and continuing the pilgrimage 
on foot, across the rugged heights of 
Mangatai, threading by day the ffir 
woods which give to the outskirts of 
Mongolia a Siberian aspect. 

“We were still in sight of Urga, when 
suddenly the machine stopped. We felt 
it fall on the left side and sink, creak- 
ing. backward. We had stuck in a 
morass, the grassy surface of which had 
deceived us. At every movement the 
right back wheel threatened to break. 
In vain we tried to force the motor 
onwards; we were fixed. Fortunately, 
not far off there were a few ‘yurke,’ 
whose occupants hurried toward us. A 
passing Mongolian caravan, carrying 
wood on primitive carts drawn by oxen 
lent us willing aid. Beams were un- 
loaded, which we used as powerful le- 
vers, and after three hours’ patient {a- 
bor we succeeded in raising the machine 
Slightly. Then, altogether, caravaneers 
other natives who hau come up on horse- 
back, women and herdsmen, not omit- 
ting three oxen, all promiscuously tug- 
ging at long ropes, we rescued the au- 
tomobile, pulling it backwards out of 
the swamp. : 

“Getting under way we climbed a 
steep hill from the summit of which we 
turned and gazed for the last time upon 
the splendid panorama of the Tula Val- 
ley. Descending, the machine very near- 
ly got out of hand, as the brakes were 
unable to hold it. We dashed near the 
edge of a precipice, over which we ex- 
pected to see the motor fall to destruc- 
tion, but at a critical point on the rock 
road some big stones offered an obstacle 
which checked our progress, Driving 
with great presence of mind, the me- 
chanic swerved the machine quickly and 
regained control. 


Motor Sinks tn Mud. 

“In the afternoon in the Karakol Val- 
ley, while trying to avoid the Areal 
Mountains, we were again deceived by 
the solid appearance of some thick mud. 
We entered it quickly, and the motor 
sank, buried up to the axles, to the gas- 
oline reservoir and to the delicate dif- 
ferential gear. We were alone in a vast

plain covered with grass, tall rushes, 
tufts of iris, and other marsh plants— 
alone when we needed an army of la- 


ers, 
but the more we dug the deeper the 
machine sank into the mud. Inch by inch 
we watched it go down. We thought 
that it was all over. We made some tea 
and then stretched ourselves dispairing- 
ly upon the ground. After a while we 
saw a squad of horsemen. When I ap- 
proached them I recognized a tribe of 
wandering Buriats. Their chief urged 
his horse toward us, and seemed dis- 
posed to assist. He demanded $25, but 
after examining the automobile, 
clured its rescue to be impossible. 
was wrong. Our saviors were again to 
be Mongolians. Shepherds, drovers, 
Mongols on horseback, arrived at a gal- 
lop from every side. Their eyes, keen 
as those of birds of prey, had desecried 
the unuccustomed object on the plain. 
“We found ourselves surrounded by a 
wild multitude, with big knives stuck 
in thelr belts. They might Leve been ti 
band of robbers suddenly fallen upon us 
to profit by our helpless immobility. We 
offered them money, which they ac- 
vepted, and agreed to help us, After

The blinding sand accumu- 
lated around us, and ran along the 
ground, forming a thousand yellow 
streams. This lasted half an hour. 
Shortly after we entered Kiakhta in an 
indescribable state, covered with mud to 
the eyes, tired, exhausted, but satisfied.

Close to the limit of cruelty was the 
trick fate played the Rivers girl. Ar- 
rested for an offense the maximum 
penalty for which was 20 years of penal | 
servitude, the Judge sentenced the girl 
for 20 months. The clerk, however, 
either honestly misunderstood the sen- 
tence or was negligent, for investiga- 
tion revealed the fact that it was due 
to his mistake the girl served almost 
the maximum penalty before she died.

Mother Heard Sentence. 

It was when penal servitude meant 
working in a chain gang that the girl 
received her sentence. When the judg- 
ment of the Court was pronounced, her 
mother was in the room, and when she 
said farewell to her daughter she ex- 
pected to have her back home in less 
than two years. The girl, crushed by 
what seemed to her a severe sentence, 
promised to earn what commutation she 
could by good behavior and to return 
to her mother resolved to lead an hon- 
est life. 

The 20 months were up when the 
mother made efforts to learn when her 
daughter would return home. The girl 
had lost her identity in a prison num- 
ber, and it was difficult to find out to 
what mine she had been sent. When, 
finally, the mother did ascertain the 
name of the mine, she asked that her 
daughter be released. She was told the 
girl had been sentenced for 20 years 
and that the prisoner would have to 
serve her term.

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MacManus, Spokesman for the Island for the 
Irish Party, Again Predicts Fall of 
Redmond Plan and Tells Stories.

Charlies J. Dolan, who, in the first 
Place withdrew from the Irish party 
owing to the complete failure of Parlia- 
mentary methods, in the next place re- 
signed his seat in Parliament, is now 
standing for the constituency of North 
Leitrim as the first Sinn Fein candi- 
date. It is doubtful whether the Irish 
Parliamentary party will have the piuch 
to run a man against him, and it is a 
foregone conclusion that if they do, 
their man _ will:be left shamefully in 
the rear at the polls. Mr. Dolan is 
sure of re-election by an overwhelming 
majority. Being re-elected, he will not 
proceed to Westminster, but will con- 
fine his attention entirely to working for 
Ireland, and helping to carry on an 
active agitation there. 

James O'Mara, who has just resigned 
his position of Member of Parliament 
for South Kilkenny—for the same rea- 
gon that Mr. Dolan resigned—has ad- 
dressed a letter of explanation to the 
United Irish League executive of South 
Kilkenny. He says: 

“The virtual abandonment of 
rule by the Liberals, their introduction 
of the Irish Councils Sill, and its re- 
pudiation by the Nationalists of Ire- 
land is only the logical result of the 
methods pursued, when, at the last gen- 
eral election, the Irish vote in Great 
Britain was given by the Irish party to 
the Liberals, without a definite bargain 
being made, and when, since then, the 
Trish party, on the faith of vague prom-

- Iges, supported the Government in the 


House of Commons. It would have been 
well nigh a miracle had Mr. Redmond 
been able to extract better terms than 
Were embodied in the councils bill.” 
O'Mara is Not Discouraged.,

Redmond Defiantly Says He 
and His Countrymen 
Are “Rebels.” 





STAY IN PARLIAMENT 





Every Move of the Liberal 
Party Is to Be Op- 
posed. 








By JOHN P. LEAHY. 
DUBLIN, Ireland. 

As I predicted in one of my previous 
letters the present British administta- 
tion is to shortly experience the wrath 
of the disappointed Irish representa- 
tives. Following close on the heels of 
the national convention, which unani- 
mously rejected the national council bill, 
came the meeting of the Irish parlia- 
mentary party, and the national direc- 
tory of the United Irish League. The 
latter, as the supreme executive author- 
ity in Irish National circles, adopted res- 
olutions protesting against the betrayal 
of their pledges by the Liberals and de- 
claring for a vigorous agitation -for 
home rule all over the country. A series 
of demonstrations is being organized all 
over Ireland, which will be addressed 
by members of the Irish parliamentary 
party. 

The campaign was opened by John 
Redmond, the chairman of the Irish 
parliamentary party, at the unveiling of 
the monument to the Irish patriots of 
1798 at New Ross, Wexford. The Irish 
leader was the recipient of a large num- 
ber of addresses from local bodies, and 
the demonstration was attended by an 
immense concourse. Standing in -the 
town which sent him to Parliament 2642 
years ago and is his native county, Red- 
mond sent this message of defiance to 
England: 


Still Rebels, Says Redmond. 


“We today send this message to En- 
gland. We tell her that we today hate 
her rule just as our forefathers did 
when they shed their blood on this 
spot. We tell her that we are as much 
rebels to her rule today as our fathers 
were in 1798. We tell her that she can 
change that hatred by the grant of 
frecdom and by nothing else, and thst 
so long as ghe withholds from us the 
rights of freemen it will remain as {i 
said for us, merely a question of expe- 
diency, how and by what means we 
will strike at that power that holds our 
country in bondage.”’ 


To say that this, the strongest public 
utterance by an Irish leader has created 
a sensation, would indeed be a very mild 
way of describing the interest it has 
aroused. Some of the Tory organs have 
characterized it as an open incitement 
to rebellion which would. be speedily 
punishable by prosecution and impris- 
onment by a stronger administration, 
in apprehension of the strong political 
scenes ahead in Ireland. 

Unionists are clamoring for a revival 
of the coercion act which practically 
abolished freedom of speech in Ireland. 

Amongst the Nationalist element the 
speech has aroused the greatest enthu- 
siasm, and it is predicted that the cam- 
paign for Home Rule will be far live- 
lier than the struggle for the land in the 
days of the Land League. Redmond is 
the man of the hour, and is massing the 
support of the virile element in the na- 
tional forces behind him. 

Will Not Withdraw Representatives. 
At the recent meeting of the National 
directory a resolution was introduced 
to withdraw the Irish members from 
Parliament. The resolution met with no 
support, and a continuation of the pres- 


ing votes, unanimously decided upon. 
There are several measures of the 
greatest importance to Ireland at pres- 
ent before the House of Commons. The 
completion of the work inaugurated un- 
der the land purchase act, the restora- 
tion of the evicted tenants and the ed- 
ucation bill are sorely needed legisla- 
tion. It is claimed by the advocates of 
the parliamentary absenteeism or the 
Sinn Fein policy, that parliamentary ob- 
struction is next to impossible under the 
present rules of parliamentary proce- 
dure, and while the administration has 
a majority of over 200, it is absolutely 
independent of the Irisn vote. 
Sinn Fein Policy Unsupported. 

Parliamentary rules suppressing free- 
dom of discussion are Only made to be 
broken where the national rights of a 
country are concerned, and -it is from 
Westminster the wrongs of Ireland can 
be most effectively proclaimed to the 
world. No doubt that the double deal- 
ing of the present administration is a 
great disappointment to the Irish people, 
but it is only a temporary check. 1 can 
find no active support of the Sinn Fein 
idea in Ireland at the present time and 
so long as the Irish parliamentary par- 
ty can win much-needed legislation for 
Ireland and be a thorn in the side of 
British legislators by remaining in Par- 
liament, it seems the height of political 
wisdom and strategy to keep the rep- 
resentatives there. 


Although the. population has dimin- 
ished since the days of the Land League 
the people appear to be in a better posi- 
tion to enforce the national demand now 
than at any previous period of their his- 
tory. Education amongst the masses 
is far more general and the country and 
district councils have passed into nation- 
al control, 


The British administration with its 
unprecedented majority is not strong, 
for the majority is made up of unstable 
elements which are likely at any time 
to break away. The Prime Minister and 
most of his followers are bitterly op- 
posed to coercive methods and will hes- 
itate before adopting them. The Irish 
vote in Great Britain, as well as a 
strong sentiment of the British masses 
in favor of settling the Irish home

In his speech on “The Need of Reform,” deliv- 
ered at Independence, Kan., on July 15, Senator 
La Follette, as a representative of the Northwest- 
ern Republicanism, reduced the original Upper 
Ten Thousand in the United States to 76 men.

“Benevolent assimilation” is the 
felicitous phrase which we _ have adopted to 
describe it. Korea is Japan’s spoil of the Rus- 
sian war. She obtained the privilege of having 
a free hand there and the hand is mailed and 
will be covered with the blood of the unoffend- 
ing Koreans who quite naturally resent having 
their country made a mere commercial append- 
age to Japan, and themselves turned into serv- 
ants of Japanese  task-masters. Japan is 
strong enough to subdue the weak, ignorant, 
disorganized Koreans. She will place a puppet 
Emporer on the throne and will supply him 
with marionette advisers, and those of the Ko- 
reans who do not tamely submit will be shot. 
But Japan will find as all other nations which 
have entered upon a course of aggression and 
conquest have discovered, that subject peoples 
which must be held subject at the point of the 
bayonet are sources of Weakness, not of strength. 
More power to the Korean rebels. 


The Wisconsin State Railroad Commission an- 
nounced during the week that there were grounds 
for the complaints filed before it against the serv- 
ice given by the United Railways of Milwaukee. 
It ordered the cars kept clean and more cars run 
during the rush hours. Other detailed orders 
were given which are less interesting in them- 
selves than the precedent of calling in a State 
Commission to regulete the street railway serv- 
ice of a municipality.

DOES THIS SPELL “RUIN”? 
“The credit of the railroads of America is hope- 
lessly ruined,” Mr. James J. Hill has recently de- 
clared, again and again, the sound of his voice 
rising hollow and forlorn from the depths of his 
cave of gloom. And at every repetition of the 
cry the lesser folk of the railroad world have 
taken it up in a chorus of ghostly echoes. In the 
utter extremity of his despair, Mr. Hill has posed 
before the people with his rapt gaze steadfastly 
fixed upon the mountain top, whence cometh help. 
Nothing but Federal guaranty of railway securi- 
ties, he has averred, can prevent appalling dis- 
aster. 
The published report of American railroad earn- 
ings for the six months ending June 30 stands in 
curious contrast to this spirit of evil foreboding. 
The figures set a new high-water mark. Never in 
any corresponding period in railway history have 
earnings been so great. 
Gross earnings in. those six months reached the 
vast total of $2,580,000,000. In the first six months 
of 1906 (the banner year of the past) gross earn- 
ings were $2,319,760,000. This shows an increase 
for the first half of 1907 amounting to more than 
$260,000,000, or a fraction over 10 per cent. 
With that sort of a present showing, and with 
every prospect of a continuing increase in the 
months to come, where is the logic of Mr. Hill’s 
despair? 
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With a record-breaking immigration this year, 
and 15 babies born to six couples in one little 
town in Alabama in two weeks, what is the mat- 
ter with Theodore Roosevelt? 
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A VICTORY OF PEACE. 
In modern as well as in ancient times, wars 
waged for empire through subjugation have had 
for their object the increase in the number of 
producers and taxpayers, dominated by force 
that their production. might be assessed to in- 
crease the revenues of the dominating country. 
At the beginning of the nineteenth century the 
United States undertook to reverse this policy. 
Its national policy, announced in 1800, was that 
instead of going beyond its limits to find work- 
ers to be dominated as taxpayers or exploited 
as revenue producers, it would gain them at the 
expense of other countries by inviting them to 
come freely and of their own accord into the 
United States. 
This was the political economy of the declara- 
tion that the “oppressed of all nations,” the actu- 
al producers, for control of whom as tribute pay- 
ers all wars of conquest have been waged, were 
invited to come. to the United States and become

years of the twentieth century the total popula- 
tion of all the Southern States at the surrender 
of Appomattox. 

“The results already seen in unparalleled increase 
of production and also of Government revenues, il- 
lustrate the fact that any permanent gain in the 
production of wealth comes only through perma- 
nent gain in the number of those who produce it. 

Beyond this political economy is the actual lite 

of the country, the life of men, women and ctl ‘I- 
dren, each one entitled to freedom, justice and 
peace as the essentials of individual development. 
The business of all government ought to be to se- 
cure this opportunity for individual development. 
The declared object of all government in the 
United States, of government in county and city, 
in the single states and in the Union of States, is 
not to “exploit producers” for revenue, but to 
protect men and women in their right to grow bet- 
ter and do better. As far as that object is kept 
in view and realized, we make this gain of popu- 
lation the greatest triumph of our history. If, as 
far as we fail, we must pay increasing penalties 
for injustice, we have no real ground to fear that 
threat, if it calls out our own higher resources, 
the resources of mind and morals which make a 
country great through the enforcement of the sim- 
ple principles of right which give everyone in it 
the largest possible freedom for improvement. 
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The wonderful boys’ club that refuses to follow 
the example of grown men in bad habits could 
be nowhere but in Kansas. It is no longer the 
Sunflower State. It is the Heavenly State. “Boys 
will be boys,” but not in Kansas. 
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WASHINGTON UN VERSITY 

The resignation of Chancellor Chaplin puts to 
the Board of Trustees a question of vital import 
to the future growth and influence. of Washing- 
ton University: Who shall succeed Dr. Chaplin, 
and what shall be the future policy of the Univer- 
sity with reference to its faculty? 

Washington University has reached a crisis in 
its history which is emphasized by this resigna- 
tion. The institution has made wonderful pro- 
gress in material equipment. Jt has a magnificent 
foundation on a beautiful site. It has an endow- 
ment which places it among the wealthiest insti- 
tutions of this country. Its endowment now 
amounts to about $8,000,000. Of course, this does 
not equal the $24,000,000 of Columbia University, 
nor the $22,000,000 of Girard College, nor the $20,- 
000,000 of Leland Stanford Jr. University, nor the 
$18,000,000 of Harvard. But it is nearly equal to 
the $9,500,000 of the University of Chicago, more 
than twice as much as the endowment of Brown 
University, it exceeds Cornell’s, is twice as much 
as the endowment of either Northwestern Univer- 
sity or Princeton, and exceeds Yale’s producing 
funds. The endowment of Washington University 
becomes more valuable every year, and the Uni- 
versity has the wealthiest men in St. Louis in- 
terested in its success—men who can be de- 
pended upon to meet its needs as they arise. 

But wealth alone does not make a great univer- 
sity. It is only the means to an end. Its posses- 
sion merely presents the opportunity to obtain 
the things essential to greatness. The first essen- 
tial is brains. A university is great and enjoys 
a wide influence only when great men hold its pro- 
fessorships and direct its work. Palatial buildings 
and complete equipment are empty shells without 
men of intellect, culture and initiative to vitalize 
the work that the university does. 

One great man teaching truth in a log cabin and 
leading young men to the heights of knowledge, 
research and character, constitutes a greater uni- 
versity than a hundred mediocre instructors doling 
out conventional learning in palaces. 

Washington University ofight to be one of the 
chief centers of light and learning in the great, 
rich territory which surrounds St. Louis. Its voice 
should be heard in the councils of scholarship and 
original research; its influence should be felt in 
the democracy of learning. This is assured when 
its managers use the means at their disposal in 
the right way, waoen it has the right man at its 
head and masters in every department. 

The present opportunity to give Washington 
University leadership should be seized. 
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“The capital, surplus and undivided profits of 
banks and trust companies of St. Louis are equal 
to that of Chicago or Boston—not per capita, but 
in actual dollars and cents,” says Mr. Wade. This 
is a big fact, and it means a big city. 
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A PROFESSION OF FAILURE. 

“Ouida,” once widely known as a novelist, has 
been grantea a pension by the British Govern- 
ment, that she may be saved from the pains of 
starvation. She has been living for a long time 
at the ragged edge of destitution. 

The case has its pathos, but there is in it also 
a stern logic, whose force is not half appreciated 
in these days of frenzied book writing. 

In the sum of her life, “Ouida” has scored a 
failure. She had her term of popularity; but that 
term is past, closed. Her very name is today 
more a memory than a reality. 

Her case does not stand alone. The paths lead- 
ing toward the heights of literary fame are 
strewn with the bones and dust of those who have 
fallen by the way. Most of the pilgrims are fated. 
Now and then one or another catches a whiff of 
the intoxicating upper air, and his joyful antics 
brings him briefly into notice. Rarely in a gen- 
eration’s span does one solitary figure stand upon 
the heights. More than any other of man’s call- 
ings in the world, novel writing is a profession 
of failure. Where one succeeds, there are a bun- 
dred who must be content with a brief, unsub- 
tantial popularity; and for one who gets even this 
poor recognition, there are hundreds who fail

IMPERISHABLE BUILDINGS. 


The concrete building, so called, is a different sort 
of structure from the steel building, being much used 
for large factories. The steel skeleton ig wholly or 
partly omitted, and fron or steel rods are placed in 
the concrete as it is molded, to give it additional 
strength and solidity. This reinforced concrete is ad- 
mirably adapted for the great majority of large struc- 
tures, and has the merit of being comparatively 
cheap, and permitting easy and quick construction.

THE WONDERFUL ELECTRIC CRANE. 


Speaking of this new machine, the World Today 
says: “To see this simple thing in operation is to 
witness something that can be described in no way 
but as marvelous. In Old days when a car loaded 
with rails reached its objective point, there was 
straining of muscles and panting of lungs, or the 
awkward clank of cranes, as the rails were trans- 
ferred to the ground, a score of men sweating in 
grimy toil. Now a big steel car piled high with rails, 
or pig iron, or scrap iron, as the case may be, is 
shifted within reach of the crane, and the man in 
charge swings the magnet over it. The magnet de- 
scends and touches the load, a button ts pressed, 
and the masses of steel appear to spring into vibrant 
life, clinging eagerly. 

“The crane swings upward, lifting almost without 
a sound, 10 tons of the car’s load, and deposits the 
lot gently and just as silently upon the ground, in a 
waiting barge, or other place appointed. When the 
load ig of small material, scrap iron, fish-plates, 
bolts, or the like, it seems as though some giant 
were seizing great handfuls, so rapidly is the car 
emptied or filled, for the deviée is quite ag useful in 
loading as unloading. 

“Recently it happened that two cars, both loaded 
with wheels, were being unloaded, one by the old 
method, one by the new. Six men were doing the 
handwork, while four men were Operating a magnet. 
The loads were identical, but in one hour the mag- 
net’s car was empty, while the six men tolled on for 
half a day before their job was accomplished.” 


LOOKING AFTER THE BOILERS. 


Massachusetts recently passed a law to look ai.er 
the beilers in the State. This might mean something 
more than boiler inspection; for it is coming to be 
felt that the way out of the smoke nuisance must be 
by first having proper boller capacity. The Boston 
Transcript makes this statement of the subject: 

Massachusetts has a new and important agency of 
public safety, the State Board of Boiler Rules. The 
law goes into operation Oct. 1, and in the meantime 
the board will draw up the rules by which hereafter 
all boilers in the State are to be constructed, in- 
stalled and operated. In the composition of the 
board all interests are represented, those that make, 
those that operate and those that insure boilers. The 
practical enforcement of the law remains with the 
State police, whose chief boiler inspector is a mem- 
ber of the board. The law seems calculated to meet 
a long-felt want, and its precautions begin at the

putting every farm, factory and mine in touch with 
its markets at minimum cost, Practically the-e is 
no limit to waterway extension in Mississippi Val- 
ley. On a draft of three feet there are 15,000 miles 
of navigable rivers—nearly all of them capable of 
improvement so that they will float the standard 
barge with its trainload of commodities. Add the 
natural waterways of the Lakes-St. Lawrence basin 
and you get 25,000 miles. 

Such a trunk waterway should expand both ways 
until ocean freighters could pass from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Gulf of St. Lawrence. The Chicago 
Drainage Canai, with 24 feet of water, has set the 
pattern for final development of this trunk. At pres- 
ént water enough is available to produce a depth 
‘of 18 feet to St. Louis. Regulation of the river be- 
tween St. Louis and Cairo will give 14 feet during 
seven to nine months and 18 feet five of six months. 
At St. Louis; the main trunk will be joined by the 
upper Mississippi branch, with a Lake Superior con- 
nection through the proposed St. Croix channel; while 
at Cairo will enter the Ohio trunk, its current tide of 
traffic-augmented by a ship canal from Lake Erie. 

In the Mississipp! Valley it is safe to assume that 
an ultimate development of 80,000 miles of waterways 
and 250,000 miles of railroads will no more than meet 
the final demands of commerce. In providing for 
Such waterway development, we will be alding the 
rail lines, not robbing. them. They will always trans- 
port the high-class freight-—perishable goods and 
products demanding immediate delivery at advanced 
rates--while the canals will carry the coal, grain, 
stone, building materials and heavy machinery which 
the railroads now. handle with difficulty and which 
block the traffic of the whole country. 

It is difficult to conceive all the benefits which 
would follow the construction even of the main wa- 
terway. To our lake fleet, the waters of the ocean 
would be opened for the five idle months of the 
year. Existing lake freighters might not care to bat- 
tlé with North Atlantic winter storms, but the Gulf 
and Caribbean trade would be open to them.

Pened. We find the explanation of Sir 
Thomas Mallory and the Idylle of the 
King in the common people's admira- 
tion and love of the knights who rode 
forth to redress human wrong. 

Given a man of genius In war, 4 SOl- 
dier, or poet, or inventor, or statesman, 
and the explanation of the man’s spe- 
cel genius and enthusiasm is that his 
generation is specially interested in and 
enthusiastic about that particular 
realm. A great man in any department, 
therefore, means that all the people are 
roused in that realm, through a democ- 
racy of interests. So far, then, from 
democracy being unfriendly to great- 
ness, it seems that democracy is the mother of great- 
ness—the cause and spring thereof. 

The truth is that a great era like the anti- 
slavery epoch, reveals genius, but does not pro- 
duce it. Yesterday a young hero received a medal for 
Saving a child from drowning. But the fall of the 
child from the pier did not create heroism in the 
youth; the accident furnished an opportunity for ex- 
hibiting a pre-existing courage. Vicksburg did not 
make military genius for Grant. It offered an arena 
for the display of that genius with which he was 
born. The debate with Douglas did not create Lin- 
coln; it offered Lincoln a sounding board to throw 
the reflections of a lifetime out over all the land. 
The cross on Calvary did not make Jesus a Savior: 
that cross simply lifted up before all men One who 
was a Savior from the beginning—the Lamb Slain 
from the foundation of the world. 

The simple fact is that in the republics all people 
are becoming great. Once the knowledge that the 
earth moved around the sun clothed Milton almost 
with adoration and worship. Today every schoolboy 
knows 10 times as much as Isaac Newton did when 
he died. Once Benjamin Franklin, with an electric 
kite, was a giant. Today some children of 12 years 
old know a hundred times more about electricity than 
Franklin did. In a desert one date palm is a marvel. 
Put in Missouri a thousand apple trees in a single 
orchard would not stir a passing thought. The 
schoolhouse and daily press have made all intelligent. 
Liberty has made all patriots. The church is slowly 
making all to be Christians. The home is diffusing 
happiness. 

In California the redwood trees do not seem large, 
because the forest is full of them. Nevertheless it 
is none the less wonderful that the redwood tree is 
300 feet in height and 30 feet in diameter. And in the 
republic, where all men are becoming readers and | 
speakers and patriots, the great man does not seem | 
great because all his fellows are possessed of some 
form of personal worth. 

So far, then, ffom our orators being right in their 
statement that great men are disappearing from the 
republic, the fact is that the republic furnishes a 
soil and an atmosphere to great genius, and al] the 
people are becoming so great that it is hard to se 
the trees for a forest that is a thick Eden of beauty 
and delight.

A clergyman, in my opinion, has no duties as 4 
politician devolving upon him, and perhaps is not in 
a position to prescribe to politicians what their duties 
are. 

He may have things to do, to help on his church 
work, which are not in themselves critical—such, 
for example, as stone masonry, carpentry or hospital 
nursing. In some rough communities, where the 
spirit of civic effectiveness is undeveloped or dead, 
the minister may even be compelled, in emergency, 
to take a hand in the party politicg to clean up his 
ward or town or State. 

And then, of course, there are the duties of citi- 
zenship, which we all have. No self-respecting Amer- 
ican who benefits by the laws and enjoys the privi- 
lege of the ballot can afford to ignore or hold aloof 
from the political organizations for whose nominees 
he votes. 

gut it is the professional politician whom now we 
have in mind—the man who is an active member of 
an official organization, giving his time, ability and 
energy to the business of politics, and expecting in 
return to get an office and to make his living by it. 

If I were such a politician I think I should try 
and be satisfied with the living and honors that le- 
gitimately belong to the career. 

I should recognize only one government—that car- 
ried on by the executive, legislative and judicial of- 
ficers provided by law and duly elected by the peo- 
ple.. It seems, nowadays, that there is another, an 
actual yet an-irresponsible government, run by the 
official organization of the political party which hap- 
pens to be on top, under the personal direction of & 
‘“leader’’ who assumes to control the action of the 
lawful officers. 


¢ I were a politician, most probably I should not be | 


I should hope, as a politician, that my personal 
influence might be strongly set against this sort of 
politics. Political parties ought to be brought back 
to their proper function of promoting principles and 
policies; so that their business should not be, as it 1s 
always in danger of becoming under the spoils S8ys- 
tem, that of ‘“‘bartering offices for support, and sup- 
port for offices.’’ 

There is urgent need of a higher standard of qual- 
ification, merit, special equipment and general ef- 
ficiency for the acceptance and holding of public of- 
fices. The professional politician, as a rule, hag re- 
ceived no such training as would in itself make him 
an efficient head of any city department. Yet it is 
more and more this special training that we want in 
governmental officers, and most especially in municl- 
pal affairs.

discussion, are not new practices: they are old prac- 
tices which formerly passed sub silencio. The rall- 
road rebates which are now forbidden by law, and 
for which great corporations are being indicted and 
convicted, are merely a form of the discriminatory 
rates which once prevailed without objection. Thirty 
years ago all railroads gave special rates to ship- 
pers. That was the existing form of competition, and 
competition not only was permitted, but it Was en- 
joined by law, and any attempt to restrain it was, 
as it now is, unlawful. It was by giving special 
rates that railroad companies induced people to build 
factories and packing houses and elevators and a 
great variety of other business establishments along 
the lines of their roads; that was the way they 
built up their business and built up the country 
through which the roads ran. In recent years, how- 
ever, the people of the contry have come to an ap- 
preciation of the idea that these great public agen- 
cies, which have conferred upon them the right of 
eminent domain and perpetual franchises to enable 
them to do public service, cannot give special rates 
to some men without doing injustice to other men, 
and that the common right of the people demands 
equality of facility and of cost in the transportation 
which the railroads are bound to furnish, and con- 
demns special privileges to one as against another. 
The lesson of all this is that the prosecutions and 


convictions for violation of the anti-rebate law— 
things which were never heard of 30 years ago—are 


not evidence that we are growing worse, but evi- 
dence that we are growing better; that our Govern- 
ment is applying a higher standard of justice in the 
control of public utilities. 


DEVOTION TO THE STATE. 


Intense devotion to the State is one of the great 
elements of strength in the Japanese nation now; 
it was one of the chief elements in the growth of 
Roman power. It cannot be produced except by a 
long-continued habit or effort and sacrifice in a com- 
mon interest. It is this gradually acquired loyalty 
to country more than anything else that enables men 
to exercise the self-control necessary to the subordi- 
nation of the narrower persona] interests to broader 
general interests, upon which self-government de- 
pends. The individual selfishness which fills men 
with a controlling desire for personal aggrandize- 
ment, to the exclusion of any consideration for the 
general good, marks a low stage in the political de- 
velopment of every country that has a history, and 
the bitterness of internal dissension which leads the 
adherents of particular opinions or interests to insist 
upon them at the cost of ruin and death to adherents 
of opposing views in this’same country must in its 
turn give way to the conception of the higher loyalty 


before there can be really successful popular 
government. There must be both the habit of self- 


control and the dominating influence of the common 
ideal to enable men so to act together, subordinating 
minor differences of interest and opinion, as to make 
popular government possible.

applied by statute and by the courts and in adminis- 
trative supervision than they formerly constr 
necessary. 


EDUCATION AND POLITICAL USBPFUI 


If we turn to education, we find that instead of this 
being a thing apart, the education which enables the 
great body of democracy to work out the problems I 
have described—the primary education, which opens , 
the door of knowledge to the mass and the door of 
unlimited opportunity to the exceptional Intelligence. 
is almost universally supplied by government as & « 
part of the political qualification for citizenship. On 
the other hand, it is very doubtful whether the high- 
er academic education contributes much to 
for political usefulness. As a rule, political wisdom, 
in the best sense, comes in life and not in study, and 
the tendency of highly educated men to neglect all 
political duties is unfortunately too general. It is the 
process of government that educates for government. 
It is experience and observation of the working of 
laws and political practices and injurious customs 
that point the way to intelligent legislation. The fac. 
tory inspectors in the State of New York Inspected 
over thirty-eight thousand separate factories; last 
year. Those inspections and the reports and the dis- 
cussions on them are education through which the 
thirty-eight thousand employers and the million and 
odd employes and the community which controls 
them both, may come to a sense of just how the 
balance ought to be held between the employer's 
rights of property and free contract, on one hand, 
and the employe’s freedom from the slavery of cir- 
cumstance, and the State's right to have normal, 
healthy citizens, on the other. 


THE NEED OF POLITICAL WORK. 

I have no doubt that the American who feels the 
responsibilities of his citizenship can do his duty as a 
part of the governing people better by entering into 
the organization of one of the great political parties 
than in any other way. The better educated, More 


intelligent and more active he the greater is the 
reason why he should seek for his powers the im-

Are Easy to Pick, but) 


Men Who Can Run Far Have Never 
Really Settled Question. 





T is odd that while the 
] sprinter, field man and 

champion, stands out more or 
prominently among local athletes, that 
the reverse is true when one comes to 
pick the best distance runner that the 
city possesses. 

The dearth of scratch events and the 
absence of any real long-distance races 
is very much responsible for this uncer- 
tain condition. The five-mile race at 
the last M. A. C. meet held on the C. 
B, €. campus was the first event of its 
kind scheduled in St. Louts. 

This race clearly demonstrated one 
thing, namely, that Joe Forshaw is 
undoubtedly the best man in these parts 
for any distance over two or three 
miles. Without any effort whatever he 
distanced every contestant in the race 
and showed clearly that he was the 
superior of any man entered. 

So, for any real distance, Forshaw is 
in-a class by himself, put terming the 
mile and two miles as distance runs, 
then is when the question of highest 
excellence becomés _ pertinent. Mill-

LTHOUGH the Athletics and the

Henry Successful in France, : 





The greatest event in horsedom during 
the present racing season has been the 
sensational victory of Peter Pan in the 
Brighton Handicap. 

By this performance Peter Pan has: 
not only made a distinguished place 
for himself in turf annals, but he is fatir- 
ly entitled to be considered the best 3- 
year-old of the year. 

It is quite possible that he is not the 
speediest 3-year-old, But mere speed is 
not the determining. factor in the quali- 
fications of a thoroughbred. 

Indeed, in the matter of speed at any 
distance up to a mile and an eighth, 
it is probable that, with equal weights 
in the saddle, Charles Edward would 
show his heels to the Keene colt. 

Charles Edward has two notable per- 
formances to his credit this year. He 
has equaled the mile record on a circu- 
lar track, and has made a world’s rec- 
ord at a mile and an eighth. 

In the Brighton Pater Pan gave away 
from 6 to 22 pounds to his opponents, 
and overcoming numerous difficulties, 
won in the gamest fashion. 

From a time standpoint his race was 
simply wonderful. The United States 
record for a mile and a quarter is held 

y Broomstick, who covered the distance 

as a 3-year-old in 2:02 4-5, with 104 in 
the saddle, but with 115 pounds up, and 
over a track which was not quite at its 
best Peter Pan negotiated the mile and 
a quarter route in 2:03 2-5, which ts cer- 
tainly a better race than Broomstick’s. 
Opposed to him in the Brighton were 
the best handicap horses in training, 
not only of his own age, but in the 4, 
5 and 6-year-old division as well. 
Peter Pan is now within the select 
circle of racers that have won $100,000, 
and it is likely that with his superb phy- 
sique he is detined to supplant Domino 
as the greatest money winner on the 
American turf. 

Mr. Keene has now the unique and 
unprecedented distinction of having in! 
the same year the best 2-year-old and 
the best 3-year-old horses in the coun- 
try, because this honor is now universal- 
ly conceded to Peter Pan and Colin. 





Bard Over 25 Years Old. 


In the early eighties The Bard was 
one of the greatest horses in the coun- 
try. He was owned by the late A. J. 
Cassatt, president of the Pnnsylvania 
Railroad Co., and raced under Mr. Cas- 
satt’s turf name of Mr. Kelso. The 
Bard, who is over 25 years old, has been 
gradually falling away for the last few 
years, and he has been sent from the 
Melbourne stud to his old stall at Ches- 
terbrook farm, where he will receive the 
best of attention, and end his career in 
comfort and ease. 

There are some horsemen who believe 
that The Bard was the greatest thor- 
oughbred ever produced in the country, 
but while this may be too high an esti- 
mate of his ability, it is certain that he 
vanquished the great cracks of his day. 

Among those to whom he showed his 
heels were the celebrated Hanover, 
Troubadour, Firenze, Exile, Dew Drop, 
Elkwood and Sir Dixon. 

These were all stars of the first mag- 
nitude in their racing days, but the 
great son of Longfellow defeated them 
all. 

Another great racer of the eighties 
was Inspector B., owned by the Dwyer 
Bros., and who has made a much great- 
er reputation as a sire than The Bard.

” ROME, July 20.—Although from time 
to time unfounded and alarming rumors 
are spread regarding the precarious con- 
dition. of the physical condition of the 
Pope’s health, there is no denying that 
gome anxiety exfsts at present. This 
anxiety is not limited to the members 
of his entourage who have occasion to 
approach the Pope often during the day 
and watch the slow but sure progress of 
his illness, but is shared as well by his 
medical attendants, who do not hesitate 
to give expression to it when occasions 
arise. 

According to the Pope’s consulting 
physician, Dr. Petacci, who is now a 
daily visitor to the Vatican palace be- 
cause of the absence from Rome of Dr. 
Lapponi, the usual medical attendant, 
the Pope is suffering from some ailment 
resembling nervous prostration in its 
symptoms. This the eminent physicians 
attribute to the worries and troubles of 
mind inseparable from the exalted posi- 
tion the Pope occupies and to the weight 
ef his responsibilities. 

Calla Dr. Lapponi Back. — 
_The doctor is so alarmed at’ the symp- 
tems that he has sent urgent messages 
to his colleague, Dr. Lapponi, to return 
immediately to Romie from his vacation 
in the north of Italy, and according to 
the physician there is not any immediate 
danger, but he and Dr. Lapponi will in- 


‘sist that Pius X, as soon as the ceremo- 


nies connected with the fourth anniver- 
gary of his election and coronation, 
ghali take a complete rest of at least 
two months. 

‘This will be done and the prelates 
in the Pope’s entourage and the Sisters 
ef Pius X have been enlisted in the good 
cause of preventing the Pope from un- 
necessarily fatiguing himself. The doc- 
tors, while hopeful of prolonging tle

CHICAGO, July 20.—As the resolution 


removing him from office was being 


adopted at a directors meeting today, 
Vice-President Joseph 8S. Loftis of Lof- 
tis Bros. & Co., diamond dealers, drew 
a revolver and shot and slightly wound- 
ed his brother, President Samuel T, A. 
Loftis. The shooting caused a panic 
in the Stewart Building, Washington 


and State streets. 

President Loftis came off with a bullet 
hole through his left arm and several 
more through his clothes and a scalp 
wound inflicted by the butt end of his 
brother’s revolver. It was said that 
the trouble was business and family un- 
pleasantness arising. out of Joseph's 
fondness for liquor. Samuel Loftis inti- 
mated that he would not prosecute Jo- 
seph, who was released on bond. 

Joseph and a third brother, Clifford J., 
united in the charge that the meeting 
at which the shooting occurred was the 
culminatiion of a plot laid by Sam and 
Mrs. Sam Loftis to oust them both 
from the concern, which is capitalized 
at $500,000. 

President Loftis called a special meet- 
ing of the officers of the company for 
today noon to consider the question of 
removing Joseph permanently from of- 
fice, 

In the course of business, President 
Lottis presented a resolution providing 
for the removal of Joseph from the vice- 
presidency on charges of intoxication. 
He moved its adoption. 

Vice-President Outvoted. 

Mrs. Loftis, secretary of the company 
and wife of the president, seconded the 
motion. 
tion to a vote. The president and sec- 
retary voted aye. Vice-President Jo- 
seph, who was seated in the back row 
voted nay. 

“The motion is carried and the resolu- 
tion adopted,’’ announced President 
Samuel. 

“Is there any further business?” 

He got no farther. Just then Ex- 
Vice-President Joseph arose in his 
place and, drawing a revolver from his 
gun pocket, began firing at his brother 
at a distance of about eight feet. He 
fired six shots,.only one taking effect. 

With Mrs. Loftis shrieking for help,

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Little Girl Is Fed by Means of a 
Syringe Through Hole ‘in 
Her Stomach. 





For nine years Katie Besse, aged 11, of 
Millstadt, Ill., has not taken food into 
When 
years old she swallowed a 


her stomach through her mouth. 
she was 2 


quantity of concentrated lye, which, 


through lack of prompt medical atten- 


tion, destroyed the esophagus. 

Food is injected into the stomach 
with a syringe, an opening having been 
made by ae §8st. Louis physician in 
whose care the child was placed some 
time after she drank the lye. Although 
she has been fed by this artificial pro- 
cess she has grown like other children 
and apparently suffers no inconvenience. 
She-now feeds herself, and has en- 
joyed perfect health ever since the ac- 
cident. The only ill she has suffered 
was an attack of smallpox, and that 
being contagious could not be avoided. 

Valuable to Science. 

Physicians who have examined Katie 
believe that she is a subject upon 
which they may make experiments ri- 
valing those made by Dr. Beaumont 
upon Alexis St. Martin at Mackinac Is- 
land in 1821. Through an opening in 
St. Martin's stomach, Dr. Beaumont, 
who is buried in St. Louis, and in whose 
honor one of the streets of the city 
is named, watched the digestion of food 
through the opening into the stomach, 
and his experiments have been Of un- 
told benefit to medical science. Physi- 
cians think that the little Millstadt girl 
may be even a better subject than St. 
Martin and that tney may make other 
discoveries that will prove valuable to 
science. 

When Katie was 2 years old her moth- 
er was cleaning up the house, using 
concentrated lye. Mrs. Besse stepped 
into the cellar to put away some apples 
and the child climbed upon the table 
and swallowed a quantity of the strong 
lve. No physician being in town at the 
time the child was compelled to endure 
the agony of the burning lye until late 
in the evening, when a doctor was 
ealled. 

Aesophagus Destroyed. 

He treated her, but with little success. 
She kept growing weaker and weaker, 
and it seemed that death was near. The 
Millstadt physician advised that she be 
brought to St. Louis for treatment by a 
specialist. Dr. Witherspoon, in whose 
care she was placed, found that the 
aesuphagus had been destroyed at the 
point of intersection with the stomach, 
and that it was impossible for surgical 
ekill to repair the injury. 

He made an opening into the stomach, 
placed a silver cap over it, and taught 
the parents how to feed the child by 
means of a syringe. The wounds healed 
readily, but the opening remained, and 


through these artificial openings. 

All kinds of food, some mashed and 
some in hquid form, are injected {ito 
the stomach. She never suffers from 
jidigestion, and seems to regret little 
the loss of the pleasure of eating. She 
is hale and hearty, goes to school and 
learns well. Occasionally she drinks a 
glass of soda water, but it fills the 
gullet and is ejected. She has a perfect 
taste, but no desire lo eat as other peo- 
ple do.

With the acquittal yesterday of John 


A. Gernez, Thomas McGrath and Har- 
ry Brolaski, charged with contempt of 
court in persuading Baker, star witness 
for the State, to leave St. Louis, the 
last chapter but one in the remarkable 
case presumably was written. 

The remaining chapter will be the 
trial of Baker, stigmatized by Judge 
Sale in the Criminal Court yesterday as 
a ‘‘nomadic loafer,”’ gambler and graft- 
er, for contempt. Judge Sale was in 
the act of sentencing him while dismiss- 
ing the three others, when Circuit At- 
torney Sager’s intervention gained a 
brief reprieve. 

Judge Sale expressed appreciation of 
the efforts of Mr. Sager, who declared, 
after Williams, thrice a manslayer, was 
acquitted for killlng Killian, that he 
(Sager) considered conviction on the 
contempt charges more important than 
the conviction of Williams. Mr. Sager 
had done his duty in instituting the 
contempt proceedings, Judge Sale said, 
but the evidence of Baker, the only 
material witness aguinst the three de- 
fendants. Judge Sale considered such 
as to deserve the rejection from any 
court. 


Sled

Says Baker Is Corrupt. 
‘Baker is unquestionably corrupt,” 
Judge Sale said. “On his own state- 
ment he got money in this case-—sought 


it and got it. He is a grafter. He 
tried to make what he could for him- 
self out of the misfortunes of others. 
His whole conduct and manner of liv- 
ing is such as to make his testimony 
questionable. He is apparently a no-

“It is evident that Baker left St. 
Louis, not through any fear of his life, 
nor through any persuasion or induce- 
ments on the part of these defendants, 
but because he had made conflicting 
statements to the two sides in the Wil- 
liams case, and was afraid of the pun- 
ishment of the law if he remained here. 

“The contempt and disbarment pro- 
ceedings against McGrath and Brolaski 
are dismissed. As for Baker, I will 
sentence him’’—— 

Mr. Sager jumped to his feet to remind 
Judge Sale that Baker was a witness, 
and not on trial, but that a separate 
contempt case was docketed against 
him. 

Admits Baker’s Contempt, 

Judge Gale hesitated. ‘“‘There is no 
question’’—— he began. ; 

“Oh, I admit his contempt,” Mr. Sa- 
ger said. ‘‘I do not speak as his attor- 
ney, but only wish to remind Your Hon- 
or that he is not a defendant before 
you.” 

Judge Sale then set Baker’s case for 
Monday. While entering a nolle prose- 
qui in an assault case against McGrath, 
Mr. Sager declared that ‘‘fraud and co- 
ercion”’ are the methods of criminal de- 
fense in St. Louis, and added that he 
thought conviction in the contempt 
cases more important than in Williams’ 
case. When asked what he thought of 
the outcome of the contempt cases he 
declined to expres6é himself. 

“It was a proceeding instituted by the 
Court, in which I was merely asked to 
assist,” he said. “I could not properly 
express an opinion.” 

Former Judge Hiram N. Moore, rep- 
resenting McGrath, brought out dur- 
ing the trial that Edward Specht, trav- 
eling salesman for a drug firm, who 
was alleged by Baker to have arranged 
the first meeting between Gernez and 
Baker, was taken into Mr. Sager's of- 
fice for private examination on a grand 
jury subpena, issued when the grand 
jury was not in session. 

Specht, an unexpected witness in the 
case, is the man who, Baker sald in his 
statement to Mr. Sager when he was 
found in Detroit and brought back to 
testify against Williams, approached 
htm at the St. James Hotel after the 
Coroner’s inquest into Killian’s death 
and arranged a meeting between him 
and McGrath. 


Specht Involuntary Witness. 
Specht was asked about his dealings 


with Baker. The subpena was made an 
exhibit in the court, Judge Moore de- 
| claring that he wanted to show by it 
ithat Mr. Sager, who complained of 
'Gernez’s action In taking a voluntary 
‘statement from Baker, had employed 
such method to get an involuntary 
witness’ statement. 

Specht explained his part in the Baker 
as an accidental result of his 
friendship for ‘““‘Tom’ McGrath, part 
proprietor of the saloon where the kill- 
ing occurred, indicted for assaulting 
“Don Killian, brother of the dead 
detective, at the time of the killing. 

When Specht saw Baker at the &t. 
James Hotel and learned he was a wit- 
ness in the Williams case, he said, 
talked to him about {t because he had 
Been out of town and was not familiar 
with the facts. He learned that Baker 
had not told all he knew at the inquest, 
and introduced him to McGrath, he said, 
because he thought the additional in- 
formation inight de of value.

The 
prosecution feels that secrecy is the best 
course to pursue. For this reason, they 
say, the names of witnesses who will 
testify will not be given. 

There was another letter which has 
been destroyed. Few know much about 
it, but the State claims to have wit- 
nesses who will testify as to its con- 
tents. lt was addressed to Mrs. Pet 
Magill’s father, whose home is in Day- 
ton, O. The missive is couched in terms 
of endearment and says there is but 
one man for whom she ever had any 
love. This man, the letter says, is now 
dead, und has been for the past eight- 
een months.””

‘Interests of the whole people or in the 


Democrats believe—and

interests of a few? 

“Government ownership is not an im- 
mediate issue. A large majority of the 
people still hope for effective regula- 
tion, and, while they so hope, they will 
not consider ownership. While many 
Mr. Bryan is 
one of the number—that public owner- 
ship offers the ultimate solution of the 
problem, still, those who believe that 
the public will finally in self-defense 
be driven to ownership, recognize that 
regulation must he tried under the most 
favorable circumstances before the 
Masses will be ready try a more 
radical remedy. 

Ownership Not an Issue. 

“Regulation cannot be sufficiently 
tried within the next year and there is 
no desire ahywhere to make Govern- 
ment ownership an -issue in 1908. Mr. 
Bryan fully agrees with those who 
believe that it would be unwise to turn 
attention from regulation, in which the 
people are ready to act, to Government 
ownership, upon which the people are 
not ready to act. To inject the Gov- 
ernment ownership question into the 
next campaign would simply give repre- 
Sentatives of the railroads ai chance 
to dodge the issue of regulation and 
decetve the public. 

‘State legislation for the reduction of 
rates has resulted {[n an agitation on 
the part of the railroads fer legislation 
will deprive the states of au- 
thority and centralize all regulation in 
Congress. The Democratic party must 
Meet the issue presented; it must in- 
sist the encroachments upon the au- 
thority of the states; it must insist upon 
the exercise of Federal power for the 
regulation of interstate commerce, and

“Explorer” for Motor Car Owners 
Selects Route for Reliabil- 
ity Test. 





HILLY ROADS NUMEROUS 


Hagerman Thinks Highways Near 
City. Fit for Vanderbilt 
Cup Race. 





The second half of the course over 


the St. Louis Automobile Club 
will conduct an ‘owners’ reliability 
test,” Sept. 14, was mapped yesterday 
afternoon by James Hagerman Jr., 
Alden H. Little and a party in two 
large cars. The circuitous route proved 
to be exactly 85 miles long, from the 
start to-the finish—the St. Louis Club. 
That part of the course traversed yes- 
terday is 47.3 miles long. 

The route was chosen with reference 
to the diversity of conditions with which 
the cars entered in the test will have 
to cope. There are hills, soft roads, 
hard roads and quick turns to be en- 
countered along its length, so that the 
general efficiency of the automobiles 
may be determined. Speed will not be 
a factor in the contest, since the legal 
limit of 15 miles an hour in the county 
and that of eight miues an hour in the 
city will be observed by all drivers. 
Each car will be driven by its owner. 
The Hagerman Cup, the trophy of the 
event, will be awarded to that car which 
achieves the highest score in all points 
involved. 

The start yesterday was at the junc- 
tion of the Olive Street and Link roads, 
where the committee left off last Mon- 
day. The course from that point was 
north over the Link roag to Latkland 
road, 48.6 miles from the start. east to 
the St. Charles Rock road, 52.8 miles 
to the Natural Bridge road. 59.2 miles: 
over the Bridgeton road to Florisant, 66 
miles; over the Parker road to Hall's 
Ferry road, 688 miles: over the Belle- 
fontaine road to Prairie avenue, thence 
over Grand avenue and Lindell to the 
St. Louis Club. The first half Hes 
along Grand avenue, Gravois road, 
Denny road, Manchester road, Barrett 
Station road, through Valley Park, 
Clarkson road, Olive Street road, Belle- 
fontaine road and Link road. 

James Hagerman, who is “exploring” 
St. Louls County in the interest of the 
local event, says that 30 miles of ex- 
cellent roads could be found for the 
Vanderbilt Cup race, which St. Louis 
business men and automobilists are anx- 
jous to bring here. 

Views taken yesterday at several 
points show stretches of fine, wide roadg 
and these may be used to demonstrate 
the practicability of gt. Louis County 
as the scene of the big race if other 
conditions can be met.

. There was a delay in opening the 
court in the Army Building today, due 
to the fact that Surgeon-Major Edie 
and Supgeon-Captain Wadhams were 
“working on their report. The board 
finally met at noon, with Gen. Davis 
in the chair. During the walt Col. 
_Ayres, Col. Hatfield and other members 
‘of the board “swapped” reminiscences 
and anecdotes. Cu.. Ayres was present 
early and was without counsel. 

_ When the board convened Maj. Edie 
presented the report, signed by him and 
Capt. Wadhams. it was that Col. 
“Ayres was incapable of active duty be- 
cause of Bright's disease and hardening 
ot the arteries. 

Capt. Johnston,

from Ionia to Detroit, crashed into a 
sharp curve of the Pere Marquette Rail- 
road, about a mile east of Salem. 

The passenger train of 11 cars, carry- 
ing the Pere Marquette shop employes 
of Ionia and their families to the Mich- 
igan metropolis for their annual excur- 
sion, was running at high speed-—prob- 
ably 50 miles an hour-down a steep 
grade. It struck the lighter locomotive 
of the freight train with such terrific 
force as to turn the freight engine com- 
pletely around. 

Wrecked Engines Side by Side. 

The wrecked locomotives this after- 
noon lay side by side, both headed east- 
ward. Only a few of the freight cars 
were smashed and it took only a few 
hours’ work to remove all traces of 
them from the scene. But behind the 
two wrecked locomotives six cars of the 
passenger train lay piled in a hopeless 
wreck. 

Four of the passenger coaches re- 
mained on the track undamaged and 
were used to convey the dead and in- 
jured to Ionia. One coach was entire- 
ly undamaged, with only its forward 
trucks off the rall. These were the 
rear five cars. The two coaches next 
ahead of these were telescoped. The 
next car forward stood almost on end 
after the wreck, its forward end rest- 
ing on the roadbed and the rear end 
high in the air upon the two tele- 
scoped coaches that had been follow- 
ing it. 

Two coaches were thrown crosswise 
of the track and lay suspended from 
bank to bank of the cut five or six 
feet above the rails. Of the baggage 
car not enough remains to show where 
if had been tossed. Portions of the 
baggage car and of the locomotive 
tenders and freight cars were piled in 
an indescribable mass of debris. 


Farmer Sees the Crash, 

James Boyle, a farmer, was working 
in a field, probably 400 feet away from 
the track, when the two trains ap- 
proached from opposite directions. The 
freight was moving slowly up the heavy 
grade and had just reached the curve 
when the passenger train appeared, run- 
ning at high speed. 

Farmer Boyle saw the passenger 
gineer shut off his steam and apply 
brakes and saw the crews of both 
tines jump just before the crash. 
ran to the tracks where he found 
wiinjured passengers from the rear 
coaches running forward and jo!..ed 
with them in pulling out the injured, 
who could be seen on every hand. 

The dead were placed in a row along- 
side the track and the injured were 
made as comfortable as possible until 
the arrival of the wrecking trains from 
Saginaw, Detroit and Grand Rrapids 
made it possible to send them to Ionia 
and Detroit. The 2 dead bodies first 
taken from the wreck were shipped to 
Tonia and the injured were placed on 
two trains, one of which headed for 
Cetroit and the other for Tonia. There

KOREAN Chit 
OILED BY ITD

Deposed’ Emperor’s Plan to 
Assassinate Opposition 
Cabinet Fails. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

SEOUL, Korea, July 20.—A concen- 
trated effort was made at 2 p. m. (Sat- 
urday) to murder the entire Cabinet. 
After haranguing at the Temple of 
Heaven, a mob of 2000 marched a mile 
to the mansion of Li Wang Yang, 
which they sacked and burned. The 
same fate was then visited on the homes 
of the Prime Minister and others. 

The same mob then proceeded to the 
home of the Minister of War, near the 
old palace, but here they were met 
by Japanese guards who repulsed the 
rioters, wounding and killing many. 

At 10 o’clock last night an alleged 
plot was reported to Marquis Ito. He 
was told that the Imperial Guard had 
been clandestinely ordered by the for- 
mer Emperor to enter the palace at 
midnight: and murder the whole Cabinet, 
which was responsible for his abdica- 
tion. This is the official explanation 
of the fact that the Japanese are gar- 
risoning the palace. 

Intrigue Made Known. 

The Korean ministers of war and jus- 
tice visited Marquis Ito at 11 o’clock 
last night and said the intrigue men- 
tioned was about to be realized, and 
prayed for instant help. 

Marquis Ito, who had already received 
the former Emperor’s petition asking 
him to aid in subduing disorders, imme- 
diately ordered Gen... Hasegana to send 
troops to the scene. 

The soldiers arrived half an hour be- 
fore the time of the intended dash of 
the Corean General from the barracks 
for the palace gate. 

A proclamation was published at 5 
o’clock this evening warning people to 
remain in their houses. At dusk, ma- 
chine guns were intrenched behind 
breastworks built in the streets ap- 
proaching the palace, in anticipation of 
a night attack. Military are patroling 
tha suburbs. 

Japanese troops are arriving here, but 
they are too few to make any attempt 
feasible to disarm Korean soldiers and 
they are confined to their barracks. 


Emperor Receives Ito, 

At the formal audience this evening 
Marquis Ito was the first to be re- 
ceived. He had a conversation with the 
former Emperor, lasting ten min- 
utes. 

The new Emperor is performing his 
duties in a purely perfunctory manner. 
He is said to show little strength of

When questioned 
about the incident the ex-Governor said: 

“I boarded an Olive car at Seventh 
street. It occurred to me about the 
time we feached Grand avenue, that 
under a new arrangement I would have 
to transfer to reach my home on Ham- 
ilton avenue. I asked the conductor for 
a Hamilton transf r. He gave me a 
Squelching for my impertinence in ask- 
ing a transfer at that late date and 
positively refused. 

“I asked him then if he would give 
me his number and he stuck his cap 
in my face with ghoulish delight. 


Had to Walk Home. 

“Now comes the worst part of it. I 
had to wait, with the thermometer at 
909 in the shade, at the Hamilton cor- 
ner about 15 minutes for a car. Just 
before it reached me I found I had 
only 3 cents in my pocket, and I was 
compelled to walk home. On arriving 
there I dictated a note to Capt. Mc- 
Cullough, to know why this transfer 
was denied me, and I gave him the 
number of the zcar’s cap. 

“Capt. McCulloch wrote me a very 
courteous letter. He had no fault to 
find with his representative who refused 
the transfer, and said it was a ruling 
of the company to refuse transfers un- 
less asked for when the fares were 
paid, but that the conductors had some 
discretion in the matter. 

“T called up the Captain later and 
told him that I did not believe he had 
the right to make any such ruling, or 
to deny a passenger a transfer, no mat- 
ter whether he asked for it when he 
paid his fare, or when he was ready 
to leave the car.

: : | eo oe cup in St. Louis next October will be an ‘‘airship carnival,”’ the features of 

which-will he two contests for prizes aggregating $5000. The St. Louis Aero 
Club has set aside the sum named for this purpose and is now at work on a tenta- 
tive draft of rules and regulations for this contest, which will be submitted for ap- 
proval to some of the famous aeronauts who are likely to enter for one or the 
other of the contests. : 

The first of these contests will be between dirigible balloons, It will be over 
a certain course, several goals having to be passed by each balloon that finishes, 
There will also be a time limit. The first prize in that contest will go to the balloon 
which follows the course and finishes in the smallest interval of time. 

The other race will be between aeroplanes; that is, machines heavier than the 
air, which have no gas bag but are propelled by a motor. As with the dirigible 
halloons. there will be a time limit for these and a certain course to be followed. 
It is expected that some of the most famous aeroplanes in the world will be 
entered. 

The start of both these races probably will be made from the gas tank, where 
the start of the international race will take place. Just what courses will be fol- 
lowed in the race is a matter of uncertainty. The tentative draft of the Aero Club 
is not complete and before any course finally is settled on it will be ratified and 
approved by the aeronauts. This is true also of the division of the prize money be- 
tween the two contests, as well as all other rules:and regulations of the races. 

It is expected to have the international race on Oct. 19, if the weather pet 
mits. At that time there will be a full moon, which is a great point with aeronauts 
who make long flights. The other contests will either precede the big race by a 
day or two or will follow it by the same length of time, A number of St. Louis 
aero enthusiasts are discussing entering cither dirigible balloons or aeroplanes. 

It is expected that one of the greatest gatherings of aeroplanes and airships of 
every kind that the world ever has seen will assemble in St. Louis at the time of 
‘the races. The Aero Club expects to make these two contests of sufficient attract- 
iveness to draw large numbers of entries. ,

They aré willing to investl- 
gate and study day and night, because 
they know that what information they 
now have is but a tiny portion of the 
staggering wenders creaticn yet has to 
reveal. 

But the story that the horned liza:d's 
eye is a syringe used to resist attacks 
from its enemies was too grotesque, too 
utterly at variance with every other 
known fact of anatomy and physiology 
to receive consideration even from the 
most inquisitive of the nature students. 

Naturally they looked upon such un- 
heard-of tales as vagaries of the ig- 
norant and euperstitious or weird liue 
sions of men whose brains had become 
unhinged by intense heat and drouth 
in the desert. 

Among all creatures of which seience 
had knowledge, the eye had one func- 
tien and one function alone, identical 
in all cases.

peculiarity of the optic construction is 
to meet seme peculiar and specia) need 
of the particular creature. Ali the dif- 
ferent formations and constructions are 
based only on laws of optics. Until the 
horned lisard's peculiarity was seen and 
verified, no eye ever had been heard of 
which Was more than a machine for 
seeing. 

But the lisard, when aroused to « high 
pitch of anger or fearful of great and 
impending danger, stiffens itseelf, makes 
its eyelids rigid and then, exerting some 
inward force yet unexplained, ejects 
from the corner of its eye a jet of blood 
that shoots out many feet and is of 
volume enough to spatter big stains on 
& wall. 

The first time this phenomenon ws 
recently observed by a scientist, he we 
Startied and amazed. He hed heard 
stories about the habit of the horned 
lisard, but was skeptical and had dis- 
missed them from his mind. He was © 
gaged in measuring a fine specimen of 
the lizard when the animal, after ©% 
hibiting signs of great excitement, #v4- 
denly grew rigid and shot ont a stream 
of blood from ite eye, the ejected fluid 
passing close to the hand of the naturél- 
ist. It gave him a distinct nervous 


found In the eyes of animais, but everyshock, but he felt the thrill of @ scien- 
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tist confronted by a new discovery. 

This man was Raymond L. Ditmars, 
curator of reptiles in the New York 
Zoo. Like other scientists, he had ridi- 
culed the idea of the animal's eye being 
a syringe, but was convinced beyond 
doubt by what he witnessed. He has 
described the incident in his new con- 
tribution to scientific literature, “The 
Reptile Book,” just published 

Mr. Ditmars says the lizards are 
known as the genus phrynoseima of 
American lizards and that there are, all 
told, 17 varieties, four of which are in- 
digenous to Mexico. In describing bow 
he learned the wonderful truth abeut 
the eyes of these lizards, he says: 

“An unusually large specimen was re- 
ceived. 1 photographed the lizard and 
then proceeded to measure it, a process 
which greatly excited the creature. 

“It finally threw the head slightly uP- 
ward,’ he says, ‘the neck became rigid, 
the eyes bulged from the sockets, when 
there was a distinct sound like that 
produced if one presses the tongue 
against the roof of the mouth and forces 
@ small quantity of air forward. 

“This rasping sound, consuming but 
the fraction of a second, was accom- 
panied by @ jet of blood at great pres- 
sure. It hit the wall, four feet away. 
at the same level as that of the reptile. 

“The duration of the flow of blood 
appeared to be about one and a half 
seconds, and toward its termination the 
force gradually diminished, as noticed 
by @ course of drops down the wal! and 
along the floor to « position almost un- 
der the Spot where the reptile had been 
held. 

“The stream of blood seemed to be a4 
fine as & horse-hair and to issue from 
the eyé lid, which was momentarily 
much swollen. For some time after the 
performance the oyes were tightly closed 
and nothing could induce the lisar4 to 
open them. Within two minuies after it 
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was placed on the ground the protrud- 
ing aspect of the eye-balis and the swell- 
ing of the eye lids had disappeared. 

“Most surprising was the amount of 
blood expended. The wall and floor 
showed @ course of thickly-sprinkled 
spots about one-eighth of an inch in 
diameter. There were 103 of these spots.” 

What would Darwin have done had he 
heard of the lisard who apits blood from 
his eyes? His mind, inquir’~g, trained, 
reflective to @ degree few scientists ever 
have attained, might have drawn u 
hundred great truths from this startlins 
faculty of a desert creature. He would 
have dissected many of the animals 
He would have observed them in their 
native haunts. He would have studied 
the thing until he saw its application to 
the great code of nature and its mean- 
ing to the science of anatomy and phys: 
jology. 

The evolutionists, when they find a fact 
like the one observed in the horned Ila- 
ard, study along two lines. First, the 
use to which the function may be put 
Second to see if there are rudiments of 
a similar function in other creatures. 

The use of the peculiar formation of 
the horned ligard’s eye would seem to 
be a8 & WeRDON, especially so as it ex- 
ercises the faculty only when violent!y 
angry. 

His enemies are those of the desert. 
tor the most part reptiles. Is the blood 
which he injects poisonous, causing 
death to reptile assailants, or does it 
merely blind and stupefy them. per- 
mitting the ligard to giide away te 
safety’. It has not been ascertained as 
yet what the chemical effect of the 
ejected blood is. 

Those who have studied this animal 
assert that his horns, fearful to sea, are 
narmiess in reality. They inspire ter- 
ror but a8 Weapons are of little worth.

But no leas interesting than the chen:- 
ical constitution of the ejected liquid is 
the physical formation of the ejecting 
organ. Every other anima] on earth 
that has an eye uses that organ for a 
single purpose, as a means of vision 
It is not a weapon. Why, then, was it 
created into a weapon for the horned 
lizard, and what strange formation of 
the organ permits it to be used as un 


powerful syringe or blowgun for a 
stream of blood? None of these ques- 
tions have been answered. 


Were it not for the unquestioned au- 
thority of Prof. Ditmars, one might re- 
gard the story of the blood-ejecting eye 
with wariness, deeming it a queer plece 
ot “nature faking’’ calling for an ap- 
plication of the “big stick,”’ if ever 
‘‘nature faking’ did. 

The most wonderful thing in nature is 
the manner in which she prepares each 
animal and plant with just those fac- 
ulties necessary for his survival in the 
struggle for existence. This is accom- 
plished by natural selection, as Darwin 
called it. The fleetest antelope mates 
with the fleetest antelope, the strongest 
lion with the strongest lion, the most 
hideous and awe-inspiring horned lisard 
with the most hideous creature of his 
kind. In that way the dominant char- 
acteristics of the most iaarked types 
of any animal are transmitted to its 
progeny, more strongly developed. 

It is considered probable that in the 
beginning horned lisards had natural 
enemies which were. frightened by a 
grotesque form, or the appearance. of 
fierce herns, So the most herned of 
the lisards survived, the most gretesque 
and fantastic individuals had the best 
chance of life. By and by, threugh 
countiess centuries, the type ef teday 
was developed with its scales and spiny 
back and head. 

vrobably these same enemies who 
feared the horns were driven off by the 


blood under such high pressure? 

The syringe eye of the horned lisard 
has now become one of the most fasci- 
nating and remarkable things te study 
that the biologist has found im years. 

The horned lizards, whether dasger- 
ous or not when they spit bleed with 
their eyes, are like household pets, 
however, when compared with the ven- 
omous beaded lisard or Gila monster 
as it is popularly known. This South- 
western monster is “heavy-bodied, vivid- 
ly marked and with skin possessing 
closely set, bead-like tubercles.” It is 
poisonous, and is provided with fangs. 

“In a wild state this creature is vi- 
clous,” says Mr. Ditmars, “and not so 
nearly sluggish in actions as is geneér- 
ally believed. It will turn and snap 
with the agility of an angry dog. In 
captivity, where it thrives and soon be- 


comes acustomed to its surrm indings®, ”

“A wild Gila monster is a really for- 
midable creature, if human arm or limb 
be within reach of ns powerful jaws.

While the example set by the society 
women who played poker for money in 
their own homes was a bad one and 
lixely to corrupt the morals of many, 
the women were immune from arrest. 

Yhat declaration has soothed the 
fear-tortured souls of the smart set. 
Only then would some of those who had 
taken part in the games consent to talk 
about them. 

In subsequent revelations tt appeared 
that the “Tuesday Club’ had been. in 
existence several months and that it was 
the mode! for the formation of others 
that enabled society matrons to turn 
humdrum afternoons hitherto spent at 
euchre, bridge and other but more tire- 
some card games into rare and excit- 
ing sport. The “Tuesday Club” was 
composed of eight regular members. 
with eight alternates, all good poker 
players, and each member was priv- 
ileged to bring a guest she could vouch 
for to the meetings.

Napoleon once said the advan- 
tage in battle lay with the heavi- 
est artillery. And in love the 
auto is just as valuable these 
days as heavy cannon were in 
the battles of Napoleon. 





HIE ranks of the new class 6f auto 
haters are drawn from the lads 
who dwell in country towns and 

the young men who clerk in city 

stores. The rustic swain sees the. vil- 
jage belles accept with alacrity invita- 
tions of the goggle-wearing, leggined 
auto man to ride in wis luxurious car, 
and the clerk sees the fair damsel! from 
the ribbon or glove counter, a divinity 
in his eyes, whirl away in a big red 
machine when the store closes in the 
evening, and jealousy makes his heart 
ache and drives sleep from his pillow. 

In many ef the rural districts and 
litt'e towns hereabouts this feeling is 
now so strong that an autoist lays him- 
self liable to attack if he stops out of 
calling distance of the Town Marshal.

But little cares the auto man as he 
blythely speeds over the winding coun- 
try road.

D. Rockefeller in Evading & 


Service of Summons in Many 


States—A Chase Extending 
Over Years Finally Success- 
ful—Conditions of Appear- 
ance as a Witness 


FTER evading the courts 
of this country for more 
than twenty years, John 

D. Rockefeller has been caught 
at last. He was haled before the 
United States District Court at 


But before he answered the 
subpena, he opened negotiations, 
through his attorneys, as to the 
tertus on which he would testify! 
In the first place he was to be 
served with no more subpenas 
while attending court. In the 
second place nothing that he 
should say on the witness stand 
should ever be used in a criminal 
prosecution against him. 

And after he took the stand he 
resorted to the ancient subter- 
fuge of crooks and criminals in 
similar predicaments: ‘‘I don't 
remember.’’ His conduct is 
looked upon as the very embodi- 
ment of that arrogance popularly 
attributed to swollen capital and 
the spectacle has amazed the 
country. 


HE most remarkable man-hunt the 
7 world ever saw came to an end 
so when a subpena was placed in the 

hands of John D. Rockefeller, president 
of the Standard Oi] Co., as he stood on 
the veranda of Taconic Park, home of 
his son-in-law, in Massachusetts. 

Year after year this man had wrig- 
gied out of his obligations as a citizen 
In this respect. He was a human wil)- 
© -the-wisp, a fiy-by-night, a force as 
powerful and intangible as the electric 
current. 

His attitude toward the courts was 
arrogant in the extreme. His manner 
of annulling the courts’ orders was 
identical with those of the hunted anit- 
mal and the fugitive yeggman. He re- 
Sorted to hiding. 

The difference between the methods 
ef Rockfeller and less prominent men 
suspected of crimes was that Rockefel- 
ler, with his vast wealth, could employ 
an army of sples and guards to pr -tect 
him from the hand of the law. The 
common criminal ie forced to rely sole- 
ly on hie own ingenuity.

The man with a billion dollars siunk 
about with the shrewd secretiveness 
and silence of a gray rat.

The 
rat’s bead-like eyes are full of cun- 
ning. He is never caught off his guard. 

John D. Rockefeller also has cunning 
eyes and—until that day at Taconic 
Park—never was off his guard. Those 
who know him best are inclined tn 
think he was on his guard even then 
and that he let himself be caught for 
a purpose, which was not based on re- 
spect for the courts. 

John D. Rockefeller 
worked in the dark, always has been 
elusive. The great cry of the oi] re- 
gions, 3% years ago, was “conspiracy.” 
They were being throttled by stealth. 
They could not the hand that 
reached from they knew not where. to 
seize them by the throat. Yet, 
had good reason to suspect that the 
hand either belonged to or was sub- 
servient to John D. Rockefeller. 

“I have ways of making money you 
know nothing about,"’ he is reported to 
have remarked at that time to a com- 
petitor he was striving to squeeze out. 

““‘Bilence is golden,’’ was a motto and 
a vital clause in the business creed of 
this subtle man. 

Evasive, silent, stealthy, working in 
the dark has he been always. 

The first great coup of Rockefeller 
was made under the protecting wing of 
the South Improvement Co., a concern 
that went down to ruin before a very 
storm of popular hatred and condemna- 
tion not confined to the oil regions, 
which were the prey it stalked, but 
national. Though the South Improve- 
ment Co. was dissolved and its elements 
Scattered, Rockefeller had taken ad- 
vantage of its 40-day life to gobble up 
five-sixths of the refining interests of 
Cleveland, 0. The secret screws he 
knew so well how to apply were the 
method; the South Improvement Co. 
gave him the means of applying it. 

From the organization of the South 
Improvement Co. to the present day 
the Rockefeller machinations constantly 
have been under suspicion, continuously 
have been under ‘egisiative or judicial 
investigation. But the master evader

Not so very long after the Assoclia- 
tion of Newspaper Humorists, the mem- 
bers of which organization ofttimes had 
shot their shafts of ridicule and satire 
at the shining pate of “John D.,” as- 
sembied in convention at Cleveland. 
Some merry wag among them conceived 
the idea that it would be vastly funny 
to ask Mr. Rockefeller for leave to call 
on him in a body. 

The suggestion was formally drawn 
up and transmitted to the oll king amid 
great laughter and you could haye 
knocked the whole crowd down with a 
feather, so astonished were they when 
the oil king replied, bidding them wel- 
come to his palatial home. They went, 
they smoked his cigars, they chatted 
with him, they jested together and they 
saw the most mysterious man in the 
world “out of his shell.” 

The affair created a sensation. No- 
body could realize at first it was true. 
3ut gradually, as the public schooled 
itself into accepting the story as a fact, 
it began to be surmised that perhaps old 
Rockefeller, drawing near to the Bibli- 
cal three score and ten, began to fee! 
a little remorse for all he had done and 
a longing for the human fellowship and 
sympathy that had been crowded out of 
his busy and, many think, eruel life. 

Perhaps, too, the repeated assaults of 
public opinion were getting under his 
tough skin and he realized it waa time 
to cultivate the good opinion of his fel- 
low countrymen, so he began with news.- 
paper men. 

And after that he began going to 
church simply, unattended, shaking 
hands with strangers he met of a Sun- 
day morning and waxing very demo- 
cratic as well as pious, which he had 
always been. For since its inception 
there has been @ tincture of profound 
godliness about the Standard Oj) Co., 
though Standard Of] has been accused 
of pretty near every crime in the penal 
code, from inciting murder and arson 
on down the line to petty pilfering. S80 
the godliness has counted for little in 
the public estimate. 

Then came the sult in Chicago, or 
rather the criminal proceedings in 
which, on more than 1400 counts, the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana wag charged 
with having accepted rebates on rail- 
road shipments, rebates having been 
the ladder on which Standard Of} has 
climbed and the particular bete noir 
of the men who fight the people's fight 
against predatory wealth.

To this end he wanted John D. Rock- 
efeller in court to testify. Dozens of cop- 
ies of a subpena for fhat individual 
were issued and placed in the hands of 
the most expert process servers to bs 
had. They began to search for the de- 
sired witness with unrelaxing vigilance. 

At last it was discovered that he was 
at Taconic Park, the home of §on-in- 
Law Prentice in Massachusetts. 86 
thither hied the process servers. 

They gained admissiofi to the grounds 
and were met at the door by the son- 
in-law, who denied that the wily old oll 
king was on the grounds, but took pre- 
cautions to keep the doors locked while 
the officials were on hand. Unconvinced, 
but baffied, they departed.

was very easily able to make a com- 
plete abstract of what love really is. 

Eyes take first place with men. More 
men fall in love with a woman’s eyes 
than any other physical characteristic. 
Hair comes second, and—who woud 
have dreamed it4—teeth third. To think 
that a grand passion could have had 
its origin in a good set of molars and 
incisors! 

And now weep for those unfortunate 
young men whom nature has cursed 
with narrow, sloping shoulders. They 
have less chance of winning their in- 
amoratas than any other class of 
youths. Broad, square shoulders, you 
see, are more cherished by susceptible 
maidens than any other manly charac- 
teristic. Many failings are condoned 
for a splendid pair of shoulders. Regu- 
lar white teeth come second, and iong 
lashes and arched eyebrows third and 
fourth. 

But there are plenty of other things 
with which men fall in love. In order 
of their frequency they are: Size, 
stature, feet, brows, complexion, 
cheeks, form of head, throat, ears, 
chin, hands, neck, hose, finger nails 
and contour of face. The retrousse 
nose, freckles, or even a long neck 
have brought love in their train. 

The voice has made the charm with 
some. A high voice pleases some; a 
low voice has some times won the day. 
Even a lisp has been the cause of 
love. Laughter, carriage, gait, ges- 
ture, movements of the eye, pose of 
the head and carriage of the shoulders 
have all been specifie. as potent 
where love is concerned. 

But here is what Dr. Hall has laid 
down about scientific love and how it 
is produced: 

“As to the typical develonment of 
love or sentiment in the individual, 
we still know too little. An infantile 
form of it ts often seen between boys 
and girls under the age of eight years. 
It has been transparent, with no self- 
consciousness, and appears in fond- 
ness for each other's company, taking 
the shape of gifts and, often, em- 
braces and kisses. 

“Jealousy is often well developed. 
There is no mutual shyness or fear of 
ridicule between lL...le sweethearts. 
who sometimes assume that they will 
marry, and even prattle of the tales of 
life together. In rare cases such at- 
traction has culminated in happy 
wediock. From ares of eirht to four- 
teen. boys and girls show another 
form of juvenile love.

of face. In Drew’s census of 356 love 
poems of college students, eyes and hair 
also lead where kisses are often unreal 
and dreams fancied.

“Eight per cent of the young men are 
susceptible to sloping shoulders; 7 per 
cent of the girls specify broad shoul- 
ders; 10 per cent favor regular and 6 
per cent white teeth; long lashes charm 
6 per cent of the young men; long, clean 
or pink finger nails are often given; 
arched eyebrows among girls find a 
special susceptibility in 4 per cent of 
the youths, while cowlicks charm 3 per 
cent 

“Often the specializations of taste and 
preference lay great stress upon the col- 
or of the hair or shape of the hands or 
fingers. A nose slightly retrousse, @& 
long neck, prominent eyes, dimples and 
even freckles have special erogenic 
power. 

“Passing to movements or acts, the 
voice has far the greater number of 
preferences. Some are affected by 4 
high, some by a low voice. The rising 
inflection, clearness, flexibility, a lisp, 
special intonations, accents, or even dia- 
lects are often prepotent. Mode of 
laughing comes next, while carriage, 
gait, gesture, movement or roll of the 
eyes, poise of the head and shoulders, 
mode of fanning, use of handkerchief, 
holding the dress, way of sitting or sigh- 
ing, may each have a special pre-emi- 
nence. 

“In dress or toilet, hair leads, and 
length, mode of parting, dressing, curl- 
ing or bows are detailed. Rings, brace- 
lets and ribbons come next, with the 
girls; and with the boys clothes that 
fit. especially those at the shoulders 
and waists. Canes, glasses, furs, col- 
lars, teeth filled with gold, clean linen, 
white handkerchief, pronounced style in 
hats, and even parasols. mode of wear- 
ing watch charms, style of. collars, 
frizzes, or coils, neatness—all have ad- 
herents. 

“Conversely, dislikes are no less pro- 
nounced: Prominent, deep-set eyelids, 
fullness of neck; ears that stand out; 
brows that meet; broad or long feet; 
high cheekbones; light eyes; large nose; 
small stature; long neck or teeth; bushy 
brows; pimples, red hair and a score 
of other points. Of abhorred habits, the 
following lead: Snuffing, lisping, roill- 
ing of eyes, loud voice, ‘er and ‘ump- 
in, pausing in talk, gesticulations, sar- 
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istinctively keep itself afloat and swim 
ith the motions of a little frog. An

Strange Romance of Johann Orth 


HE news that Johann Orth 1s stil) 

T alive and will soon be seen in 
| London revives the meory of one 
lof the most .romantic and mysterious 
stories that ever whetted and eluded 
the curiosity of the world; for Johann 
Orth is said to be none other than the 
Archduke John of Austria. who, after 
wedding a ballet dancer and renouncing 
his royal rank, sailed away with his 
beautiful bride about seventeen years 
ago, and has never since, until now 
been heard of. 

The hero of this mystery was born in 
Florence in 1852, the son of the Arch- 
duke Leopold. At a very early age he 
exhibited considerable cleverness, as 
well as that deflance of control and 
convention which in later years proved 
his undoing. 

Here. then was @ man for whom a 
Lrilliant future might, one would think, 
safely be predicted; but his indiscre- 
tions early got him into trouble. He 
published a pamphelt in 1875, in which 
he condemned Austrian military meth- 
ods in seathing terms, and predicted a 
disastrous war with Germany.
